Together with their penitent Behaviour in Newgate, fince 
_ their — laſt Speeches at the place oſ — 
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The Conexssto0n and Execution 
of the Five Priſoners that died at 
T 1.3 U R N. ; 


T the Tait Se ſions of oyer and Termi- 
e Jayl delivery of Newgate, 
there were no leſs than Fifteen Ma- 

lefackors, that is to ſay, Nine men and 
Six women, Condemned to die 5 
but by the gracious interpolition, of Royal mer- 
eie Ten of theſe miſerable wretches were Re- 
prieved; and tis hoped they will ſpend the re- 
ma inder of their lives, ſo unexpectedly reſtored 
to them after they had forfeited them by their 
own demerits, in repenting cf their former evil 
Courſes, and avoiding the ſame for the future, 
leſt, retiwning like ſenſeleſs Swine to their vo- 
mit, they briog themſelves again into the ſame 
Pit of DeſtruQion, and there be none to deli- 
ver them. | 

Of theſe that now ſuffered, ſome had made 
themſelves fo.jnfamouſly famous, as well by the 
rulttrude and dariogneſs of their Crimes, as by

had to ſay for himſelf, why Seatence of Death 
ſhould not paſs agaiaſt-him according to Law, 
in a much more modeſt ag ſeridus mannef de- 
olared, That he look d upon bits elf 28g. 
mat; and therefore” Rad hothiag to (iy, ſaye 
only, to be *conyenient time of the Court & 
preparing himſelf for Death ; which, he hoped; 
FM heir Charity would not deny to, ſo fiatul a Soul, 
Ge. When Sentence of, Death was pronounced. 
on him, he ſeem'd to be in à ſtrange Kind of A- 
day & ith the terrours of his condition, flingiog. 
bis Hat one way and his Perriwig another, and 
wrioging his hands iq a lamentable mapner. 
Ar che ſame rate he contfuned for ſome time 
in Priſon raging in a Wilde beaſt caught. in a 
Trap, and vaioly ſhzwing the greatneſs or ſtub- 
borunefs of bis Spirit, rather than ſymptoms of 
Remorſe or Contrirign for bis Offences., On 
the Lord's day, beſides the publick-Exercifes of 
Religion in the Chappel, he was viſited by. ſome,

ble and. penitent flame 3 ſo.that he eguld not re- 
ſtrain the tears from over flowing hie checks, 
and much bewailed his Condition, confeſſing 
what abundance of. Robberies and Villanies he 
had been guilty of, never before diſcovered, 
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His Companion Jobsſos was by Trade a 
Coach harneſs maker, a fellow. well educated, 
of good underſtanding, and great natural patts: 
He had lived ſome time time in Holand; aud 
ſpake both the Dutch and F rexch: Tongues For N 
ſome yeats paſt he has followed a looſe way. of; 
living, and frequented ill Company, yet never 
was in Newgate before. He ohſtinately deai d 
his being concern d in the Burglary, or breaking: 
open of my Lord Chancellor's houſe; and when 
the Jury brought him in guilty, fell down at 
tke Bar in a Swoon. Aſter Condemnation no

man could be more-penicert,. [pending aſmoſt 
all theſe few remaining moments. of his life in 
Prayers aud Fears, Before his Tryal, haviog an 
excellent fancie , and a hand no leſs happy ar 
Limaieg, be had drawn meſt lively, on the wall 

aft his Chamber in Newgate, a.pair of Scales, and 

in one balaccethe Mace, and ja che other Ty- 

buraz the Jaſt müch over. weighing the, firſt: 
But fince his Condemnation,he drew In one Scale 
the 'Gallows, in the other «.Crucifix 3 the firſt 

mc unted up by the greater weight of the laſt, 

and theſe Lines undet-urkten, as I have been 

informed.
